Polanyi to receive 
honorary degree 

Nobel Laureate John Polanyi will be 
present at UVic’s Convocation ceremo¬ 
nies in May to receive an honorary 
degree and to deliver a Distinguished 
Lecture. 

The 57-year old University of Toronto 
chemist will speak on the “Responsibil¬ 
ity of the Scientist: In an age of science 
what are the obligations of a scientist to 
society,” May 28 at 8 p.m. in the Univer¬ 
sity Centre Auditorium. He will receive 
an honorary doctor of science degree at 
the 10:00 a.m. ceremony, May 29. 

“UVic is pleased to honor the achieve¬ 
ments of a distinguished Canadian such 
as Dr. Polanyi,” UVic President Dr. 

Howard Petch said when making the 
announcement. 

“Dr. Polanyi’s strong voice as a 
science advocate has helped foster new 
public awareness of the critical role of 
science and research in Canada. Given 
his eloquence on science policy and long¬ 
standing concern for peace and support 
for arms control, we are delighted to wel¬ 
come Dr. Polanyi as a distinguished 
lecturer.” 

Polanyi won the 1986 Nobel Prize for 
Chemistry for his contributions to the 
understanding of reaction dynamics at 
the molecular level. It was Polanyi’s 
basic research on reaction processes 
that led to the development of the vibra¬ 
tional chemical laser with applications 
in fields such as eye and heart surgery 
and microelectronics. 

In a recent address to the Empire Club 
of Canada and the Canadian Club of 
Toronto, Dr. Polanyi stressed the impor¬ 
tance of basic research. “I had no 
thought of any application of this new 
knowledge (reaction dynamics)—nor 
did anyone ask me to justify my work in 
this fashion. The assumption at that 
date was that if the breakthrough in 
understanding of nature, that is to say 
in “fundamental” or “basic” science, 
could be achieved, applications would 
undoubtedly follow. The assumption 
turned out to be correct.” 

Polanyi shared the Prize and the 
$407,000 in prize money with two 
Americans—Dr. Dudley Herschbach of 
Harvard and Yuan T. Lee of the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Berkeley. 

Before he was honored by being 
named a Nobel Laureate by the Swedish

Academy of Sciences last October, Pola¬ 
nyi was recognized as one of Canada’s 
most productive and successful 
scientists. 

Born in Berlin and educated in Bri¬ 
tain, Polanyi has conducted most of his 
research since moving to Canada. He 
has been affiliated with the University 
of Toronto since 1962. 

Polanyi has published widely on 
science policy and the arms race and is 
co-editor of a book The Dangers of 
Nuclear War (1979), and producer of a 
film Concepts in Reaction Dynamics.

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‘Over half the human race* 
under study 


Courses in Women’s Studies have been 
available since 1979 at UVic, but with 
the approval of the Senate and Board of 
Governors, the university has moved to 
expand the program considerably. 

This September, a full Women’s Stu¬ 
dies program “designed to challenge stu¬ 
dents to think beyond traditional role 
stereotypes, traditional disciplines and 
established institutions” will be offered 
by the Faculty of Arts and Science. 

The program proposes to investigate, 
understand and describe the experience 
and achievements of women in past and 
present societies, and to put into practice 
new feminist scholarship theories and 
methods. 

Dr. Jennifer Waelti-Waters (French) 
has been a key figure in the development 
of the Women’s Studies at UVic. 

It is not a degree program, but a minor 
program, she points out. 

“It’s a good choice as a complement to 
many arts courses. The focus is on 
women’s experience around the world, 
ranging from the workplace to the arts 
and literature, to contentious contem¬ 
porary issues like abortion. We look at 
well-known thinkers, internationally 
through history, presenting an in-depth 
examination of women’s experience. 

“It’s important — it’s necessary — 
because in many ways the university is 
men’s studies. There is an increasing 


awareness of the presence of women in 
history, and their experiences are impor¬ 
tant for women to study. There is very 
exciting energy in the classes—the stu¬ 
dents’ lives are touched quite directly.” 

With the introduction of the new pro¬ 
gram, UVic catches up to other institu¬ 
tions in B.C. with similar courses on 
their calendars, and provides more 
depth than most. 

Students enrolling in women’s studies 
will take courses in second, third and 
fourth year and write a major research 
paper. Classic feminist texts, Women in 
society past, present and future, Women 
and the family in Classical Antiquity, 
Women in French literature, Sex roles, 
and Japanese Women from the Sixth to 
the 20th Century, are among the areas of 
study and electives they may choose 
from. 

Women’s Studies will help to meet cul¬ 
tural, social and professional needs, 
says Waelti-Waters. Enrolment patterns 
indicate that it is an area considered par¬ 
ticularly important for professional rea¬ 
sons by people working in History, 
Social Work, Psychology, Sociology, 
Political Science, Medicine and Educa¬ 
tion, she adds. 

“We all have a lot to learn yet about 
the historical and contemporary expe¬ 
rience of just over half the human race.”

No word on fees 

No recommendation on possible tuition 
fee increases was brought to the Board 
of Governors meeting Feb. 16. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch 
said that the university’s policy has 
been to make decisions on fee increases 
once it is known what the provincial 
grant to universities will be. 

Usually the university has some indi¬ 
cation in February of what to expect, but 
on this occasion there is “no 
indication—not even an unfounded 
rumor” Petch told the Board. 

“So, we don’t feel we’re in a position to 
make a recommendation,” he said. 

Board member Ron Dickson said he 
would like the Board to be presented 
with budget alternatives for discussion. 
One of these alternatives should be a no 
fee increase alternative, he suggested. 

“We should at least have the option in 
front of us,” Dickson said. 
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The cold water research of UVic biologist Dr. John Hayward attracted the film produc¬ 
ers of the world’s most-watched television science and technology show to Victoria this 
month. The makers of Beyond 2000, which plays in 35 countries in Europe and 
throughout the English-speaking world, came from Australia to make a program about 
Hayward and his work which they filmed live in the waters of Swartz Bay. Producer 
presenter Simon Nasht took an active part in the filming, offering himself as the human 
subject who experienced the difference a UVic ThermoFloat jacket can make when one 
falls into the icy waters of the North Pacific. The Canadian Coast Guard assisted in the 
production by providing the crew with a 44-foot cruiser and a zodiac Mark VII. Another 
television crew, from Victoria’s Channel 6, came to film the action. Kim Whale of UVic 
Community Relations acted as field producer for the event assisting the four-man crew, 
with their 1,000 pounds of equipment, to set right to work upon their arrival. It was their 
first trip to Victoria, but not their last, promised the Aussie television makers. The tip-off 
that brought them here was a book about cold weather clothing which mentioned 
Hayward’s phenomenally successful research, which they found in the Canadian 
Trade Commission in Australia. They will be back, they promised, as they departed for 
their next stop—the University of Oriental Medicine in Seoul, Korea.

A he public investment in the Science and Engi¬ 
neering Building should pay returns to the people of 
B.C. for decades to come. 

This building provides first-class facilities and a fer¬ 
tile environment for teaching, research and learning. 
It will allow UVic to play an even greater future role in 
many areas important to our society—technology 
transfer to businesses and companies, crucial discov¬ 
eries and developments important for medicine and 
our ecology, and a major stimulus for economic 
development. 

Quality teaching and research—these will be the 
primary activities occurring in the new Science and 
Engineering Complex. That means better trained 
graduates, jobs and an economic, scientific and social 
return to the province which will be felt for years to 
come. 

ADDITION A MILESTONE FOR UVIC 

The opening of the Science and Engineering Building in 
October 1986 was a major development in the history 
of UVic. 

The complex is the first new science building to be 
constructed on campus in 14years. It provides signifi¬ 


cant new teaching, research and laboratory facilities 
which are as good as any in Canada. 

The new building allowed the departments of bio¬ 
chemistry and microbiology to relocate from the 
cramped World War II army huts which had been 
home for the department since 1968. And for the 
Faculty of Engineering, established in 1983, it meant a 
move from makeshift quarters into the most modern 
and best equipped engineering facility anywhere in 
the country. 

The opening was also a gratifying end to some eight 
years of planning and hard work undertaken by the 
university and community at large. 

The new Science and Engineering Building and its 
state-of-the-art facilities will assist students and 
faculty to react better to and participate in the tre¬ 
mendous changes occurring in the sciences, technol¬ 
ogy and society. 

ENGINEERING: IMPRESSIVE START 

At present there are 181 students and a full-time 
faculty staff of 12 in the Faculty of Engineering. [Des¬ 
pite a short history, UVic’s engineering researchers 
have attracted significant attention and are quickly 
developing a national reputation for their research in 
Image Processing, Digital Filter Design, Computer- 


Aided Design and Robotics. 

In September 1987 the faculty will expand with the 
establishment of Mechanical Engineering. This new 
department will offer courses in CAD/CAM and 
Robotics, Industrial Engineering, Engineering Man¬ 
agement and Ocean Engineering. 

STRONG MICROBIOLOGY TRADITION CONTINUES 

Despite being confined to modest army huts for 18 
years, the department of biochemistry and microbiol¬ 
ogy has developed a solid international reputation. 
The department has long held one of the best records 
on campus, and in the country, for its vigorous 
research activities. 

The department’s move has permitted the launch¬ 
ing of new undergraduate courses required to keep 
pace with the rapidly developing fields of biotechnol¬ 
ogy and genetic engineering. The new facilities have 
allowed expansion into new and important areas of 
investigation leading toward the alleviation of human 
suffering from diseases such as sleeping sickness and 
malaria in Third World countries. The department is 
also continuing its work in designing new vaccines and 
new diagnostic techniques for B.C.’s emerging aqua¬ 
culture industry. 


BIOLOGY & THE MYSTERIES OF LIFE 


Since its opening in 1971, the Cunningham Building 
has been home to the biology department. 

The building is named after Jeffree A. Cunningham, 
founder of Victoria College's biological studies in 1925 
and a former vice-principal and registrar at the Col¬ 
lege. The building is wholly occupied by the biology 
department. 

Some 2,800 students are enrolled in the various 
biology disciplines—botany, zoology, marine biology 
and ecology. The department operates a variety of 


laboratories designed for teaching and research. 
Facilities include electron microscopes, a recirculat¬ 
ing seawater system and campus greenhouses. 

The department has an ocean-going research ves¬ 
sel, ‘The MSSV Strickland' and also operates a 
research station at Cowichan Lake and a marine 
research station at Bamfield. At Bamfield, situated 
on Vancouver Island’s west coast, research is con¬ 
ducted year round and courses are offered in marine 
biology during the summer. 


The biology department’s 21 full-time faculty have 
achieved an impressive and enviable record as 
teachers and as researchers in a variety of areas. A 
sampling of expertise at UVic includes: the study of 
organisms living at low temperatures, the effects of 
coastal pollution, the study of caribou, jellyfish, 
snakes and butterflies, hypothermia, conifers and 
reforestation, and the study of unusual organisms 
living near ‘hot-vents’ on the ocean floor.

CAMPUS INFORMATION 
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Stopping sap stain is their goal

The following article has been sub¬ 
mitted to the Ring by the Business 
and Industry Development Centre 
on campus. The BIDC is encourag¬ 
ing technology transfer between 
the university and industry. This is 
the second in a series of articles 
highlighting research being pro¬ 
moted by the BIDC. Yvonne Clos¬ 
son is working as a writer for the 
Centre. 

Discoloration of cut lumber is a major 
problem in the British Columbia forest 
industry; export timber worth between 
one and two billion dollars requires pro¬ 
tection from this hazard, or it becomes 
virtually unsaleable. As a result, non¬ 
toxic chemicals to effectively curb • 
growth of lumber-staining fungi are in 
great demand. 

UVic chemist Dr. Gerald Poulton is 
working with the Victoria-based com¬ 
pany Safer Ltd., conducting research on 
a fungicide designed to combat dis¬ 
coloration of wood. 

The problem, most commonly called ^ 
‘sap stain’, is caused by a combination of 
several different types of fungi. 
Although the stain does not harm the 
structural integrity of wood, the colour it 
deposits decreases lumber’s aesthetic 
value. 

Poulton and Safer are experimenting 
with compounds produced from natural 
sources such as plant oils. “We have 
been taking pure or mixed compounds, 
making them into formulations with 
other ingredients, and then testing the 
mixtures for their ability to arrest the 
growth of seven fungal species,” Poul¬ 
ton says. 

Various wood samples (limbs of trees, 
veneer strips, two by fours, firewood) 
and different types of wood including 
pine and fir are treated in one of two 
possible ways: they are either inoculated 
with the fungal spores and mycelia first, 
and then the test mixture of natural com¬ 
pounds is applied; or the test mixture is 
applied first and subsequently the fun¬ 
gus introduced. 

“In one case we test elimination of 
staining fungi, and in the other, we test.

Among the key speakers are John 
Roberts, senior cultural advisor to the 
CBC; Walter Kaasa, former Deputy Min¬ 
ister of Culture for Alberta; Ted Harri¬ 
son, well-known painter from the 
Yukon; and Harry Hilman-Chartrand of 
the Canada Council. 

Special student ensembles working in 
each of the arts, selected from B.C.’s 
young artists, will join together to work 
with a guest director during the confer¬ 
ence. They will present their work on the 
final day of the event.

prevention of infection,” says Poulton. 

Although there are already chemical 
products on the market which curb sap 
stain, Poulton knows of none which are 
made from natural materials. “The 
types of compounds we’re using in our 
experiments are already present in the 
human body and diet; they don’t pose a 
health hazard to humans. Also, natural 
compounds can be broken down more 
quickly by microorganisms and other 
mechanisms in the environment.” 

Poulton says fungicides currently on 
the market contain compounds which 
aren’t so rapidly broken down. “Most 
have a metal component or are derived 
from pentachlorophenols or a type of 
quaternary ammonium salt. Pentach- 
lorophenal has chlorine in it, so like 
PCBs it’s very persistent in the 
environment.” 

Poulton and Safer’s research is 
financed by a joint grant and contract 
from the National Research Council 
under a program called BIOTECH PILP 
(Program for Industry/Laboratory Pro¬ 
jects). The BIOTECH PILP Program 
requires an industry/university collabo¬ 
ration where the industry also puts up a 
portion of the research funding. 

Under the leadership of Dr. George 
Puritch, Vice President, Research and 
Development Safer Ltd., a variety of 
potential fungicides have been studied 
by Poulton, UVic Co-op students, and 
staff. “Our contract originally proposed 
to identify some promising anti-fungal 
candidates and perhaps to survey the 
commercial market,” Poulton says. “In 
fact, ^ve already have two products on 
the market and another two have been 
submitted for registration!” 

One of the products already available 
for commercial use is a unique, non-toxic 
fungicide spray designed to combat 
powdery mildew, common to household 
and garden plants. It also kills black 
spot, which is harmful to roses. 

The two fungicides awaiting govern¬ 
ment approval are combination fungici¬ 
de/insecticides. Once approved for 
commercial use, the fungicides will help 
growers fight mildew and small insects 
such as aphids. 



Women urged 
to attend 
clinic 

A clinic to teach breast self-examination 
is being held by University Health Ser¬ 
vices March 4. 

All women on campus who were 
unable to attend the successful clinic 
held last fall are urged to attend. 

Hours of the clinic will be from 5 p.m. 
to 8 p.m. To make an appointment, 
which will last approximately one hour, 
call 721-8492. 

The primary purpose of the clinic is to 
teach women what is normal, healthy 
tissue, and how to conduct examina¬ 
tions regularly in order to detect any 
changes soon after they develop. 

Participants will be shown a film and 
then taught examination techniques pri¬ 
vately, by a nurse. A doctor will be avail¬ 
able to check any suspicious symptoms 
and provide referrals. 

“An hour of your time could save your 
life” is the motto of the clinic, which is 
offered free by University Health Servi¬ 
ces to all participants.

Geographer maps course 


UVic graduate Curtis Andressen is one 
of three Canadian students awarded a 
Commonwealth Scholarship this year to 
study in Australia. 

Under the Commonwealth Scholar¬ 
ship and Fellowship plan, Andressen, 
who received his Master’s degree in geo¬ 
graphy from UVic in November, will do 
post graduate study for three years at 
Flinders University in South Australia. 

Until he received word that he had 
won the Commonwealth Scholarship 
recently . Andressen believed that he 
was going to travel to Malaysia for one 
year on a Rotary scholarship, then 
return to continue his studies in British 
Columbia. 

The native of Camrose, Alberta has 
been working in the library section of 
the UVic map collection, working as a 
practicum supervisor for the Faculty of 
Education, and teaching a geography 
course at Malaspina College since he 
received his degree. 

“Nobody was more surprised than I” 
to hear of his success in receiving the 
Commonwealth Scholarship, he says. 

“But it’s the chance of a lifetime.” 
Andressen is now putting aside plans of 
travelling to Malaysia in order to head 
for Australia, once he completes his 
teaching responsibilities at Malaspina 
in April. 

Travelling is a familiar experience to 
Andressen. After completing his B.A. 
and B.Ed. at the University of Alberta in 
Edmonton, he spent a year of French 


Immersion at the University of Quebec, 
Trois Rivieres. He then taught school for 
three years in his hometown of Camrose, 
Alberta, and in 1984 set off to teach Eng¬ 
lish in Japan. 

While in Japan, Andressen studied 
karate, attended sumo wresling 
matches, went ‘temple crawling’ in 
Kyoto, climbed Mount Fuji and explored 
the other half of urban Japanese life— 
the after hours “water trade” whirl of 
cafes, bars and restaurants. 

He speaks of his intense interest in 
other peoples and cultures, especially 
those of the Asian Pacific Rim. His the¬ 
sis “Vietnamese Refugees in Canada— 
A Case Study in Integration” presented 
an in-depth look at one family that had 
survived a dramatic escape, arriving in 
Canada in 1979. 

“I spent four months virtually living 
with them. I really got to understand the 
issues. It took time to establish trust 
also.” 

One of the strong attractions of study¬ 
ing for his doctorate in Australia, for 
Andressen, is that it is “the” centre of 
Asian studies, 

“The future of the whole area of Asian 
studies is tremendous, so exciting, espe¬ 
cially with China opening up,” he 
muses* looking at a map he has spread 
out on the table. “I must go there some¬ 
time soon.” 

“I like dealing with people, that’s my 
interest —humanistic, cultural 
geography.” 


Ethics under scrutiny 


A symposium on Ethical Issues in Pro¬ 
fessional Education—free and open to 
students and community people—will be 
held at UVic Feb. 24 and 25. 

Dr. Daniel Callahan, director and co¬ 
founder of the Hastings Center, 
Hastings-on-Hudson, New York, will 
give the keynote address, at 7:30 p.m. on 
Feb. 24, in Begbie 159. 

The Center is a research and educa¬ 
tional organization founded in 1969 to 
examine ethical issues of medicine, biol¬ 
ogy and the professions. Currently the 
Center is engaged in ethical problems of 
aging, care of the dying and termination 
of treatment, care of the defective new¬ 
born, organ transplant, chronic illness 
and allocation of scarce medical resour¬ 
ces. The Hastings Center Report is 
considered one of the leading journals of 
biomedical ethics in the United States. 

Callahan, who received his Ph.D. in 
philosophy from Harvard, is a member 
of the Task Force on Life and Law of 
New York State, a Fellow of the Ameri¬ 
can Association for the Advancement of 
Science, and an elected member of the 
Institute of Medicine of the national 
Academy of Sciences. He is the author or 
editor of 25 books, icluding The Tyranny 
of Survival , Abortion: Understanding 


Difference , and Ethics in Hard Times , 
and has contributed articles to 
Harper’s, The Atlantic, The New 
Republic and other journals.
